'•The pages of History do not record the 
time.-when /flowers were firet used as an 
offering of sweat remembrance to (he dead 
From time-immemorial the custom has 
been indulged in by the polished citizen o 
onr sister republic, France, and by~ thi 
Ravage: tribes of. South America. We bu 
borrow the beautiful ceremony and adapt i 
to a purpose noble in every attribute o: 
patriotism and citizenship. Ovef a quarter 
of a century ago this broad land—this 
goodly heritage of ours—was devastated by 
a fratricidal strife. The.verj fonndalina 
oj'o'urlibfeftifes'were ilfrea'teried. "Forfivi 
weary, anxious yearai civil war raged, as 
such a war only can, until there was not a 
home in the land bat-marked its empty 
seat. Rebellion against the best Govern, 
ment ever framed by the hand of man for 


time eeemed in the asosndant. For 


months, for years, the fortunes of war 
wavered, until at latt the god of batilss 
oast the die .in favor-'of "the Union, ol 
liberty,.of right, of couutry nndof home.
